Union  Lecturers  to  Discuss 
AborHon,  Ghetto  Problems 


Mr.  Earle  Moss 

started  work  at  the  age  of  nine 
as  a  snare  drummer  with  a  cir¬ 
cus  band.  Beginning  with  his 
11th  year,  he  lived  in  New 
York,  where  he  played  the 
trumpet  with  bands  in  night 
clubs,  theaters,  operas,  for  ra¬ 
dio  and  recordings. 

While  in  the  service  during 
World  War  II,  he  performed 
with  special  service  bands 
which  featured  such  names  as 
Artie  Shaw  and  ’  Bob  Crosby. 
After  the  war.  he  appeared 
again  with  Shaw  in  New  York 


The  Controversial  Speakers 
series  will  be  resumed  April  22, 
when  the  Union  Board  will  pre¬ 
sent  Gerald  M.  Schaslander, 
arthur  of  “Ghetto  Crisis”  and 
a  sociology  professor  at  Boston 
University,  and  Biil  Baird,  the 
founder  and  current  director 
of  the  New  York  Parents’  Aid 
Society. 

Mr.  Schaslander,  who  will 
speak  on  ghetto  problems,  was 
one  of  the  key  figures  in  the 
Bedford-Stuyvesant  Urban  Re¬ 
newal  program  in  New  York 
City,  the  only  area  that  has  not 
yet  been  touched  by  rioting.  In 
addition  he  has  worked  with 
Black  Nationalists,  CORE,  Stu¬ 
dent  Non-Violent  Coordinating 
Committee,  and  other  commu¬ 
nity  projects.  As  a  result  of 


his  work  he  is  considered  by 
experts  to  be  an  authority  in 
his  field. 

Mr.  Baird  will  speak  on  the 
topic  of  legalizing  abortion, 
hitting  on  the  areas  of  the  dan¬ 
ger  of  contraceptives  and  abor¬ 
tion  as  it  is  now  illegally  and 
dangerously  practiced  today  in 
the  United  States.  He  has  been 
well  received  on  the  campuses 
of  Harvard,  UCLA,  Boston  Uni¬ 
versity,  and  MIT,  commanding 
standtog  ovations  from  their 
student  bodies.  Boston  Univer¬ 
sity  deemed  him  “The  best 
speaker  we’ve  ever  had.”

Senate  Asks  Groups'  Help

reaction  among  the  students  to 
a  recent  poll  taken  by  Mis¬ 
sourian  reporters. 

Religious  Emphasis  Week 
was  March  24  through  28. 
Guest  lecturers  spoke  at  vari¬ 
ous  classrooms  and  meetings 
throughout  the  day,  including  a 
daily  convocation.  A  program 
given  by  the  Confronters,  a 
musical  group  from  William 
Jewell  College,  a  translite  dis¬ 
play  from  the  New  York 
World’s  Fair,  and  a  film  en¬ 
titled  “Man’s  Search  for  Happi¬ 
ness”  were  also  included  in  the 
activities. 

While  a  majority  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  questioned  stated  they 
did  not  participate  in  REW, 
many  believed  the  program  to 
be  meaningful  and  worthwhile.

One  must  be  awfully  gulli¬ 
ble  to  think  somebody  pledges 
a  fraternity  not  knowing  that 
everything  isn’t  goody-goody 
and  believing  bad  things  don’t 
happen. 

“Isn’t  this  college  .  .  .  locat- 
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because  religion  is  as  import¬ 
ant  in  our  education  ...  as 
any  other  related  area,”  stated 
Linda  Haag,  a  junior. 

One  student  did  not  attend 
any  of  the  activities  because 
“religion  is  very  individual  and 
not  to  be  exploited.”  However 
when  questioned  as  to  whether 
the  program  should  be  con¬ 
tinued,  the  response  was  “yes” 
on  the  grounds  that  “.  .  .  it 
might  help  some  people.” 

Jan  Marsh,  a  freshman  who 
did  participate  in  the  activi¬ 
ties,  supports  the  program. 
She  stated  it  “  .  .  .  informs 
you  about  the  beliefs  of  others 
and  makes  you  question  your 
own. 

“It  makes  you  stop  and 
think  about  your  own  religion 
and  what  you  do  or  don’t  do 
about  it.  It  slips  away  when 
you  think  you  have  gone  ‘all 
college,’  and  it’s  great  to  have 
something  remind  you  about 
your  life’s  purpose,”  Miss 
Marsh  continued. 

G.  J.  George,  a  junior,  said 
“Many  individuals  are  never 
exposed  to  other  religious 
sects.  By  having  this  week, 
many  people  were  given  tliis 
chance.”  He  also  said  that  “to 
know  about  one’s  own  faith 
and  other  faiths  broadens  one’s 
education.” 

“It  gives  the  students  a 
chance  to  learn  more  about 
other  religions  and  to  state 
their  own  opinions  and  ideas,” 
was  the  response  of  Susan 
O’Riley,  a  sophomore.  “T  h  e 
speaker  I  heard  gave  me  some 
good  ideas.  He  also  made  me 
think,  and  isn’t  that  what  we’re 
here  for?” 

Not  all  the  response  was  fa¬ 
vorable.  John  Coss,  a  senior, 
stated:  “.  .  .  it  is  unconstitu¬ 
tional  in  spirit  if  not  in  prac¬ 
tice.  The  other  reason  is  that 
it  generally  does  not  serve  to

Strike  Blocks  Progress;  Creates  New  Job 


Construction  on  the  (MSC  Industiial 
Ai-ts,  Engineering  and  Technology  Building 
is  behind  schedule,  faces  total  work  stop¬ 
page  by  construction  workers,  and  has 
created  a  new  job  for  Mr.  Henry  Courtney. 

Iron  workers,  whose  union  contract  ex¬ 
pired  last  Tuesday,  set  up  a  picket  line  that 
was  honored  by  carpenters,  masons,  and 
other  workers.  Tlie  effect  has  been  a  com¬ 
plete  shutdown. 

Officials  of  the  Herbeit  and  Brooner 
Construction  Co.,  St.  Joseph,  reportedly  or¬ 
dered  the  iron  workers  off  the  construction 
site.  ITie  iron  workers’  union  is  affiliated 
wito  a  Kansas  City  iron  and  steel  work¬ 
ers  union  that  is  on  strike. 

Mr.  Courtney  is  the  only  remaining 
picket  near  Uie  site  of  the  $686,666  building, 
which  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  at  the 
start  of  tlie  fall  semester  in  September.  Mr. 
Courtney  said  the  previous  wages  were 
$4,871^  per  hour,  but  the  union  wants  a 
contract  of  $9  per  hour  for  a  35-hour  week. 

Each  work  d'ay  at  approximately  7:30 
a.  m.,  Mr.  Courtney  arrives  at  the  MSC 
buildi^  site  and  remains  there  until  2:30 
p.  m.  A  sign  placed  iii  front  of  his  car 
reads:  “Hei'^rt  &  Brooner  Constructi.on  Co. 
has  locked  out  iron  workers  employees.” 

When  asked  how  he  got  his  job,  Mr. 

Cour^y  replied,  “1  was  just  lucky.**

The  basic  planks  of  the  plat¬ 
form  of  Steve  Schottel,  candi¬

These  advisers 
would  gather  the  data  requir¬ 
ed  to  compute  the  classes, 
number  of  sections,  and  in¬ 
structors  needed  to  fulfill  the 
demands  of  the  students. 

Another  Challenge  plank  is 
re-apportionment.  This  wi  uld 
be  carried  out  by  increaf  lng 
the  representation  of  all  ’  In¬ 
dents  in  such  a  way  that  tl'tjre 
would  be  a  larger  numbe;  of 
representatives  on  Student  if.*in- 
ate  from  men’s  and  womb’s 
residence  halls,  off  -  carrijnis 
students,  and  Association  of 
Men  Students  (if  and  when  this 
group  is  establishes). 

These  candidates  believe  (hat 
a  system  of  pass  -  fail  nwlds 
to  be  initiated  into  the  curttou- 
lum.  Their  specific  propoi^ftl; 
A  student  must  have  establish¬ 
ed  an  over-all  grade  point  av¬ 
erage  of  2.0  to  take  part  in  ftiis 
program.  Students  would  be 
allowed  to  take  six  homi#  of 
general  requirements  and  ^ix 
hours  of  electives  imder  the 
pass-fail  system;  however,  an 
individual  could  take  only  six 
hours  a  year  luider  this  '(ft'o- 
gram. 

Steve,  Vic,  and  Barb  want 
to  see  the  student  governi^unt 
become  a  more  efficient  bf*ily. 
The  voice  of  the  students  could 
be  increased  by  presenting  an 
agenda  of  the  Student  Senate 
meetings  two  or  three  days  be¬ 
fore  each  regularly  scheduled 
meeting.  This  would  enable 
each  senator  to  meet  with  his 
constituents  on  items  of  impor¬ 
tance  before  they  are  brought 
to  a  Senate  vote. 

Another  plank  is  “to  change 
certain  hours  on  the  campus  — 
these  being  library  hours  and 
girls’  hours.”  The  library  hours 
should  be  increased  to  meet 
the  standards  requested  by  the 
students.

Beginning  next  fall  the  business  and 
psychology  departments  will  merge  to  of¬ 
fer  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  per¬ 
sonnel  management. 

A  committee  from  both  depai’tments  me’ 
to  draw  up  plans  lor  this  new  program  o.' 
study.  Those  representing  tlie  business  de¬ 
partment  were  Mr.  Russell  Morey,  Mr. 
Tom  Gos.sman,  and  Mr.  David  Meier.  In¬ 
structors  from  the  psychology  department 
were  Mr.  Gus  Rischer,  chairman.  Dr.  Mar¬ 
shall  Tackett,  and  Mi'.  Mel  Blades. 

Preparation  for  the  new  major  includ¬ 
ed  personal  coiTespondence  with  three  de¬ 
partmental  chairmen  from  universities  that 
offered  such  a  program,  Michigan  State 
University,  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
and  the  University  of  Missouri  at  Kansas 
City  Graduate  School. 

In  discussing  tlie  now  major.  Dr.  Elwyn 
K.  DeVore,  chairman  of  tlie  Division  of 
Business,  said,  “The  Division  of  Business 
faculty  believes  that  this  program  will  fill 
a  void  in  the  training  of  people  for  work 


in  personnel  occupations.  In  this  pai'ticular 
instance  a  combination  of  psychology  and 
business  provides  excellent  academic  back¬ 
ground.” 

The  aim  of  the  psychology  department 
is  to  provide  the  student  with  psychological 
knowledge  relevant  to  the  utilization  of 
human  resources  within  an  organizational 
setting. 

Business  and  industry  are  placing  more 
emphasis  upon  the  student  in  the  field  of 
behavioral  sciences,  especially  in  the  man¬ 
agement  department.

Attend  Meeting  in  Alabama 


The  goal  of  the  steering  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Intercollegiate 
Association  of  University 
Women’s  national  convention, 
held  April  2-6  at  the  University 
of  Alabama,  was  to  cover  al¬ 
most  every  issue  of  campus 
and  national  concern. 

Those  attending  the  conven¬ 
tion  from  MSC  were  Barbara 
Hardy,  president;  Nancy  Pow¬ 
ell,  senator;  Ellen  Hamilton, 
second  vice  president;  and  Ju¬ 
dy  Brady,  third  vice  president. 

The  approximately  1,000  del¬ 
egates  were  welcomed  by  Dr. 
Frank  A.  Rose,  university 
president.  They  also  attended 
a  reception  given  by  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Rose  at  their  mansion. 
Sorority  houses  were  open  the. 
first  day  of  the  convention  in 
order  that  delegates  could  vis¬ 
it  their  respective  houses. 

The  two-year  theme  of  the 
lAWS,  “For  a  Human  Com¬ 
munity:  Confrontation,  Con¬ 
templation,  Commitment,** 
was  carried  out  in  the  work¬ 
shops.  The  foiur  main  topics  of 
the  workshops  were  Education 
for  a  New  World,  The  Student 
Community,  Female  Involve¬ 
ment,  and  To  Live  Together. 

The  keynote  speaker  was 
Benjamin  DeMott,  author  and 
educator  from  Amherst  Col¬ 
lege.

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Mr.  Carl  Oglesby,  former  pres¬ 
ident  of  Students  for  a  Demo¬ 
cratic  Society;  and  Dr.  Miro¬ 
slav  Todorovich,  a  physics  pro¬ 
fessor  at  City  University  of 
New  York  and  a  member  of 
the  Institute  for  Rational  Al¬ 
ternatives;  made  up  a  debate 
type  reaction  panel. 

Other  speakers  were  Dr. 
Jeanne  L.  Noble,  professor. 
Center  for  Human  Relations 
and  Community  Studies  at 
New  York  University;  Dr.  K. 
Patricia  Cross,  coordinator  at 
University  of  California’s  Cen¬ 
ter  for  Research  and  Develop¬ 
ment  in  Higher  Education;

Jenkins  Proposes . . . 

I  feel,  first  of  all,  that  after 
serving  two  years  on  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Senate  and  being  involved 
in  several  other  phases  of  cam¬ 
pus  life  that  I  understand  the 
students  and  I  am  well  aware 
enough  of  campus  problems  to 
be  effective  in  the  position  of 
Student  Body  Vice  President. 

To  me,  the  role  of  student 
government  is  that  of  protect¬ 
ing  the  student’s  rights  and 
voicing  his  wishes  for  changes 
which  are  pertinent  to  the  col¬ 
lege  community.  I  would  de^ 
scribe  myself  as  being  com¬ 
pletely  pro-student.  I  think  this 
is  made  clear  in  my  platform. 
My  philosophy  is  centered 
around  more  student  rights  and 
freedoms  acquired  through 
greater  student  responsibility 
and  participation. 

Besides  supporting  the  basic 
platform  of  my  running-mates, 
I  am  extremely  interested  in 
establishing  a  Student  Partici¬ 
pation  Committee.  This  com¬ 
mittee  would  operate  as  a  sub¬ 
committee  of  the  Student  Sen¬ 
ate  and  would  allow  virtual 
representation  to  all  organiza¬ 
tions  and  sections  of  the  dorms. 

This  committee  would  be  an 
Meal  beginning  for  formulating 
better  communications  with 
students  by  furnishing  each 
committee  member  with  perti¬ 
nent  information  about  Senate 
activities  and  asking  in  turn 
for  ideas  from  the  groups  that 
are  represented. 

Briefly,  some  of  my  other 
interests  are  forming  a  student 
committee  to  update  the  stu¬ 
dent  handbook.
